High class racing in every sense of the word 
is what they are having at Washington Park, 
and those that were fortunate enougli to see 
yesterday’s fine program run off will not forget 
it in a hurry. 

Of course the Lakeside Stakes at five furlongs 
with $l.u00 added, for two-year-olds, was the 
principal attraction, simply because the two 
champion fillies of the west, Sofala and Miss 
Bennett, were to start in it. but there were 
other races that were much more interesting, 
and as a matter of fact the stake event furn- 
ished about the mildest contest of the day. 

As carded, Miss Bennett and Sofala started in 
the stake and Sofala was backed by her owner, 
Barney Sclireiber and the public in general, 
from 6 to 5 to odds on, but the filly ran a disap- 
pointing race — never being prominent and fin- 
ishing last but three in a field of nine. Miss 
Bennett did not get away from the post as favor- 
ably as Sofala did and she also had an exceed- 
ingly rough journey, but this did nut seem to 
bother her to any great extent, and, coming 
with a rush in the stretch, she won off by her- 
self by two open lengths. 

Taking this race as a criterion, M iss Bennett 
must be dubbed the champion two-year-old filly 
in the west, but still Barney Schreiber thinks 
Solala can l>eat her and is willing to make a 
match and bet his money that way. 

Barney was all at sea over the p(K>r showing 
made by Sofala. Hu does not want to suspect 
Caywood, who rode her, of any wrong doing, 
and has implicit confidence in his trainer, 
“Dick” Williams, but still he will not “stand 
for” the showing the filly made yesterday and 
intends starting her again at an early date for 
his own satisfaction. On the other hand the 
M iss Bennett people claimed that their filly was 
not at her liest in yesterday’s race and will im- 
prove from it, so it seems that it wouhl not be 
hard for the Washington Park officials to make 
a match Ijetweeu the pair, which would cer- 
tainly prove a big drawing card. 

“Alcedo wins by a nose” was the verdict of the 
first race, which was at a mile and seventy 
yards, for three-year-olds, and in doing to Pat 
Dunne’s colt showed quite a bit of speed and a 
great deal of stamina. Alcedo was ridden by 
Devin, and it seemed that the other boys in the 
race were trying to obstruct him as much as 
possible. At any rate they bumped and jostled 
and interfered in every way with him all 
down the backstretch and tried to shut 
him off on the turn for home, but Devin gut 
through all right. He liad trouble, however, in 
overhauling Lamachus, who was in front. At 
the eighth ab<jut a length separated Alcedo and 
the leader and .41cedo was then under keen 
pressure. Devin was whipping and urging him 
f»)r all he was worth, and it was seemingly dol- 
lars to doughnuts that he would not get up, but 
in the last twenty yards Lamachus hung a trifle 
and Alcedo, coming on with bull-dog teuacity, 
managed to get up in time to poke his nose in 
front. The colt ran a grand race and was 
warmly received when Devin brought him back 
to the stand. 

Directly on top of Alcedo's game showing 
came a sensational finish between Garry Her- 
mann and Alard Scheck. Tommy Burns was on 
the latter and Boland rode Garry Hermann, 
and this afforded the public an opportunity to 
get a line on the two boys, and Burns ro<le so 
much the better race that he made Boland’s 
stanch admirers take off their hats to him. In 
the first place Burns went away from the post 
flying, then he took the shortest route and when 
it came to a finish he so far outrode Boland that 
he came within an ace of making a colt much 
Garry Hermann’s inferior beat him. As it was, 
Garry Hermann, with the reins flapping on hie 



neck and Boland rolling all over him, displayed 
great gameness and won a well-earned victory. 

The mile handicap was a good one. The Elec- 
tor carrying top weight, winning like a good 
horse. W. Wilson rode The Elector and 
handled him cleverly, being in a good position 
all the way and never making a move until the 
stretch was reached. Sam Fullen, under miser- 
able handling, finished second and The Lady 
third. 

Sly never was in such excellent form as she 
is at the present time, and the way she dis- 
posed of a fast lot of sprinters, with 119 pounds 
on her back, was a caution. The game daughter 
of Racine — Aurelia II. was outrun the first part 
of the race by Reminder, but when straightened 
away for home Sly slowly but surely wore Re- 
minder down and at the end won going away in 
l;i:ii. Algareta came fast in the last quarter 
and easily beat the tiring Reminder for second 
place. 

Topmast gave his backers an attack of heart 
disease in the last race. The old campaigner 
was well backed at a favorite’s price and when 
going down the back stretch did not seem to 
have a ghost of a chance, but in the last <iuarter 
when the leaders were becoming weary. Top- 
mast came with a wild rush and won rather 
handily. 

It was reported that Cherry Leaf broke down 
in his work yesterday.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

When the .American Derby of 1900, run at Chi- 
cago Saturday and won by Sidney Lucas, is 
thoughtfully considered it must be admitted 
that the winner is a horse of stern quality. Al- 
though he was a despised outsider in the l>et- 
ting, a review of the work of the Derby winner 
in his two and three-year-old form shows him 
well worth fitting for such an event as the 
American Derby, and that he won it was, prob- 
ably, no great surprise to his owners, Thompson 
Bros. On the tenth day of last April Sid- 
ney Lucas won the first race on the card 
at Washington, D. C. Since then he has had a 
rest of over two months, with one exception, 
his out in the Canadian Derby. Previous to 
April 10 of this year, Sidney Lucas, in his three- 
year-old form, started twenty-four times. He 
was in the money sixteen times, with six wins 
and ten place and show credits on his record. 
In his two-year-old form he made twenty-four 
starts, was in the money sixteen times and had 
nine wins and seven place and show credits. 
He has a record, made as a two-year-old, which 
no other youngster in the land can boast of. 

On November 15, 1899, he won two races in 
succession at W’ashington, D. C. The first race 
was an all-age event at six and a half furlongs, 
and with 112 pounds up he wtm easily, beating 
a fair field in 1 :23. The next race was a two- 
year-old scramble at five ‘furlongs, and he came 
right back and won in a driving finish in 1 :02. 
If ever a thoroughbred has been drilled Sidney 
Lucas has. The recent rest received by the 
good son of Top Gallant— Addie C. II. has re- 
vealed what a good race horse Sidney Lucas is, 
and it will stand as a lasting lesson to owners 
and trainers that a let-up on a good horse once 
in awhile may reap just such a harvest as
